It is submitted that the changes to claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 9, 1 1 , 1 3, 1 4 and 1 6-21 are 
merely made to clarify — by underlining, bracketing and strike-through — the changes 
made from the previous claim listing filed 08 August 2005 to the current claim listing 
filed 07 November 2005. As such, this Examiner's Amendment does not affect the 
scope of the claims as filed on 07 November 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

2. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]1Q, wherein: 

said control register is adapted to configure a span length of said d i g i t al echo 
canceler module. 

3. (previously presented) The echo canceler according to claim 2, wherein: 

said span length is adapted to be operably reconfigurable. 

4. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]10, wherein: 
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said control register is adapted to configure a step size relating to adaptation of 
said digital echo canceler module. 

5. (previously presented) The echo canceler according to claim 4, wherein: 

said step size is adapted to be operably reconfigurable. 

6. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]10, wherein: 

said control register is adapted to configure an ability to update tap information 
relating to said d i gital echo canceler module. 

7. (previously presented) The echo canceler according to claim 6,. wherein: 

said ability to update tap information is adapted to be operably reconfigurable. 

8. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]10, wherein: 

said control register is adapted to select one of a plurality of possible adaptation 
modes of said digita l echo canceler module. 

9. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim 8, wherein: 

said selection between the plurality of possible adaptation modes is operably 
reconfigurable. 

1 1 . (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim 10, wherein; 
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said selection between sub-band center clipping and full-band center clipping is 
operably reconfigurable. 

13. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim 12, wherein: 

said selection between sub-band echo cancellation and full-band echo 
cancellation is operably reconfigurable. 

14. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]10, wherein: 

said d i gita l echo canceler module is adapted to configurably receive an 
input signal from two of: 

a microphone, 

a telephone line in, and 

handset in. 

16. (currently amended) The method according to claim [[15]]20, further comprising 
wherein said configuring comprises : 

changing a span length of said dig i t a l echo canceler module. 

17. (currently amended) The method according to claim [[15]]20, furth e r compr i s i ng 
wherein said configuring comprises : 

changing an adaptation speed of said d i g i ta l echo canceler module. 
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18. (currently amended) The method of configur i ng a d i g i tal e cho canc ele r modul e as 
e ith e r a d i gita l acoustic e cho canc e l e r or as a d i g i tal hybr i d e cho canc e l e r according to 
claim [[15]]20, wherein said [[reconfiguring comprises: 

changing an enablement status of a tap update ability of said d i g i ta l echo 
canceler module. 

19. (currently amended) The method of configur i ng a dig i ta l ocho cancolor modulo as 
ei th e r a dig i ta l a coust i c e cho canc ele r or as a d i g i tal hybrid e cho c a nc ele r according to 
claim [[15]]20, wherein said [[reconfiguring comprises: 

changing an adaptation mode of said d i gita l echo canceler module. 

20. (previously presented) A method of configuring an echo cancel[[l]]er module as 
either an acoustic echo canceler or as a hybrid echo canceler , said method comprising: 

configuring said echo canceler module as one of [[an]]said acoustic echo 
canceler and [fall said hybrid echo canceler, said configuring comprises selecting 
between sub-band center clipping or full-band center clipping with respect to said echo 
canceler module; 

operating said echo canceler module as said acoustic echo canceler if said echo 
canceler module is utilized in a first wireless device; and 

operating said echo canceler module as said hybrid echo canceller if said echo 
canceler module is utilized in a second wireless device; 
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wherein said echo canceler module is configurable to operate through a common 
physical connection as said acoustic echo canceler in said first wireless device and as 
said hybrid echo canceler in said second wireless device. 

21 . (previously presented) A method of configuring an echo cancel[[l]]er module as 
either an acoustic echo canceler or as a hybrid echo canceler said method comprising: 

configuring said echo canceler module as one of [fanll said acoustic echo 
canceler and ffall said hybrid echo canceler, said configuring comprising selecting 
between sub-band echo cancellation or full-band echo cancellation with respect to said 
echo canceler module; 

operating said echo canceler module as said acoustic echo canceler if said echo 
canceler module is utilized in a first wireless device; and 

operating said echo canceler module as said hybrid echo canceller if said echo 
canceler module is utilized in a second wireless device; 

wherein said echo canceler module is configurable to operate through a common 
physical connection as said acoustic echo canceler in said first wireless device and as 
said hybrid echo canceler in said second wireless device. 

23. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]1Q, wherein; 

said first wireless device is a handset of a digital cordless telephone. 

24. (currently amended) The echo canceler according to claim [[1]]10, wherein; 
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said second wireless device is a base unit of a digital cordless telephone. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
1. Claims 2-14, 16-21, 23, 24 and 29-43 are allowed. 

Claim 10 is limited to an echo canceller and has been previously indicated as 
containing allowable subject matter as set forth in the outstanding Final Rejection filed 
07 September 2005. 

Claims 2-9, 11, 14, 23 and 24 depend on claim 10, and are allowable over the 
cited prior art for at least the same reasons. 

Claim 12 is limited to an echo canceller and was objected to in the outstanding 
Final Rejection as containing allowable matter but having dependency on a rejected 
base claim. As this claim has been rewritten in independent form including all 
limitations of its former parent claim it is allowable over the cited prior art. 

Claims 13 and 29-39 depend on claim 12, and are allowable over the cited prior 
art for at least the same reasons. 

Claim 20 is limited to a method of configuring an echo canceller module as either 
an acoustic echo canceller or as a hybrid echo canceller and has been previously 
indicated as containing allowable subject matter as set forth in the outstanding Final 
Rejection filed 07 September 2005. 

Claims 16, 17 and 19 depend on claim 20, and are allowable over the cited prior 
art for at least the same reasons. 
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Claim 21 is limited to a method of configuring an echo canceller module as either 
an acoustic echo canceller or as a hybrid echo canceller and has been previously 
indicated as containing allowable subject matter as set forth in the outstanding Final 
Rejection filed 07 September 2005. 

Claims 40-43 depend on claim 21 , and are allowable over the cited prior art for 
at least the same reasons.
